Catholic Marriage Laws 


According to New Code 


By the Rev. H. C. Hengell, Ph. D. 
ARTICLE IX. 

The Pauline Privilege. 
Christian marriage which 
has been consummated 
ean be dissolved by no 
human power and by no 
other cause than death. 
“What God hath joined 
together let no man put 
asunder” (Matt. XIX, 6) 
—Canon 1119. 

By a Christian marriage is under- 
‘Wood the marriage (not merely the 
marriage ceremony) existing between 
baptized persons. Such a union is 
‘ways a Sacrament if it is a mar- 
fiage at al!l.—Canon 1012. 

By raising marriage between bap- 
tized persons to the dignity of a Sac- 
Tament, Christ gave it the maximum 
firmness and stability. Not only 
actually, but also by Divine vocation. 
‘The Christian marriage represents 
Christ's spiritually prolific union with 
His Church. Christ thus permeates 
Christian marriage. “For as many of 
e as have been baptized in Chyst, 
/Rave put on Christ” (Gal. III, 27). 

Legitimate marriage, by which we 
‘Mean the non-Sacraméutal marriage 
Wisting between unbaptized persons, 
fees not enjoy the highly pmvileged 
Madissolubility possessed by Christian 
Marriage. It can be dissolved in 
favor of the Faith by virtue of” the 
Pauline privilege.—Canon 1120. This 
Privilege is called Pauline because it 
Is described by the great Apostle St. 
‘Paul, in his first letter to the Cor- 

lans, Chapter seven, verses twelve 
fifteen inclusive.

| It is to be observed, first, that the 
'Church did not create, but-only inter- 
'prets this privilege in favor of the

| non-converted party to the legitimate 
'matfriage is willing to be baptized, or 
‘is willing to live in peace with the 
converted party without disturbing 
the latter’s religion, this privilege 
cannot be used. In all such cases the 
Church takes great care to protect 
‘the natural rights of the non-Chris- 
‘tian party. Canons 1121-1127 make 
'this fact evident.

Italy, by St. Alphonsus Liguori and approved by Pope Benedict XIV, in 1749.
